The attitude of the Board of Directors was 
practically condemned by the club, but in 
the final moment the officers made their last 
attempt to qualify Mrs. Wiles exonération 
by refusing to let the official statement go 
out or the form in which the motion for ex- 
oneration had been passed. 


Reticent as to Announcement. 

So far as official announcement of the fact 
Was concerned, the board refused to say that 
Mrs. Wiles was cleared. However, the mo- 
tion for exoneration and the club's action 
are part of the records. 

The attitude of silence on the part of the 
officers is indicated by the answers given 
last night even after the exoneration was 
an established fact. 

Has the Chicago Woman's club officially 
exonerated Mrs, Wiles?’ Mrs. Matz, the 
President of the club, was asked after the 
meeting had adjourned.

Excitement at the Close. 

The closing scene of the trial was attended 
by such excitement as seldom creeps into a 
courtroom. While some women hissed and 
applauded in their enthusiasm pro and con, 
others protested that the dignity of the club 
must be sustained. 

The exoneration of Mrs. Wiles ends the 
anonymous letter controversy so far as the 
club is concerned, and it is announced that 
no further attempt will be made to discover 
the writer. The end of the personal feeling 
aroused by the case will not come, however, 
in the opinion of many club members, for 
years. Already a movement has been started 
to follow up the victory of yesterday and to 
emphasize Mrs. Wiles’ exoneration by mak- 
ing her President of the club. 

We will make you-President now,“ said 
Miss N. Halsted, 5344 Ellis avenue, to Mrs. 
Wiles as she left the meeting. and.I will 
start the movement tomorrow.” 

Many of the members of the club were in- 
terviewed after the meeting, but had little 
to say. The general sentiment was one of 
delight that the matter had been settled at 
last. 

D. A. R. Test Today. 


Events of much importance to club women 
hung on the action of the meeting. As the 
day drew to a close and exoneration seemed 
no nearer members of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution who will meet this 
morning to elect delegates to the Continental 
Congress at Washington next month be- 
came greatly interested.

LONDON, Jan. 16, 3 a. m,—Some confirma- 
tion was obtained in Liverpool yesterday of 
the rumored amalgamation of the Leyland, 
American, and White Star steamship lines. 
It was definitely stated that six cargo steam- 
ers belonging to the White Star company had 
been purchased to work in the transatlantic 
freightage trade in conjunction with the oth- 
er firms combined under the Morgan trust. 

Shipping circles were also greatly surprised 
when it became known that representatives 
of the three lines are sailing together for 
New York, accompanied by a legal adviser. 
The White Star representatives are Ismay 
and Graves, together with the Rt. Hon. W. 
J. Pierrie, a large shareholder in the com- 
pany and now director of the Leyland line. 
The American company is represented by 
H. Wilding, who is said to have been made 
General Manager for the combination on the 
British side. 

It is reported that the American syndicate 
has approached certain colliery owners in 
Lancashire with the intention of acquiring 
their properties if terms can be arranged. 


King to Read Speech Today.

Heve they have accomplished a great feat in 
inducing the Frenchmen to out their price 
down to about one-third of the original 
figure. 

The majority of the commission favored — 
the Panama route in case it could be bought — 
for $60,000,000. Now that it has forced the 
Frenchmen to go down to $40,000,000 the c- 
mission will favor the Panama routeasbeing:

The report of the commission in favor of 
the Panama route undoubtedly will be made 
in all honesty of purpose, and for that rea- 
son it is likely to prectpitate a debate in 
Congress which may prevent the passage of 
any canal bill at the present session. 
Inasmuch as this is what the transcon- 
tinental railroads have been endeavoring to 
accomplish, the friends of the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal are now more persistent than ever in de- 
claring that the whole scheme was originat- 
ed for the express purpose of delaying ac 
tion on the canal.

MILITIA OPPOSED BY HALE 


MAINE SENATOR AROUSES COL- 
LEAGUES BY SPEECH. 


Declares Men Interested in Naval and 
Military Organizations Only During 
a War and Advocates a Compulsory 
Service Law—Other Members of the 
Upper House Defend State Organisa- 
tions and Quote Result of Revolu- 
tionary Conflict to Prove Value. 


Washington, D. C., Jan, 15.—A spirited dis- 
cussion was precipitated in the Senate today 
by remarks submitted by Mr. Hale of Maine 
in respect to bille relating to the formation 
of a naval reserve which he introduced. 

Mr. Hale took strong ground against the 
organization of a naval reserve, his com- 
ments being construed by several Senators 
into a reflection upon volunteer soldters and 
land militta. 

Haif a dozen Senators were on their feet in 
an instant to defend the volunteers and the 
National Guard of the various States, and 
the debate took so wide a range that Sena- 
tors went back in their reference to the days 
of the revolutionary war to seek illustra- 
tions for their arguments. Ms 


Volunteers Plentiful During War. 


Experience had shown, said Mr. Hale, in 
the course of his speech, that at the begin- 
ning of a war plenty of young men were 
ready to enlist in the navy and enter the 
ranks of naval militia, but at the ecneclusion 
of the war the interest in the organizations 
ceased, and it was found difficult to main- 
tain them, 

He was of opinion that the United States 
was not likely, as a nation, to take much 
interest in the militia forces either of the 
land or of the sea. In time of stress he was 
certain that the country would be obliged to 
depend upon volunteers, called out in an 
emergency, or upon some form of compul- 
sory service, 

England. he said, had learned this les- 
son from her smallest and wickedest war.“ 
He continued:

If we are to become a great war power 


we will have to learn the lesson other na- 
tions have learned. Every one of the na- 
tions of the world that stands snarling at 
another depends to some extent upon some 
sort of compulsory military service. 

“If we have determined that we kre to 
become @ great war power, with a great 
army and a great navy, no system of vol- 
unteering will answer the purpose.”

Senators Defend Militia, 
everal Senators, among them Mr. 
of Illinois, Mr. Teller of Colorado, 3 Hoar 
of Massachusetts, and Mr. Bacon of Georgia, 
were drawn into the debate in defense of the 
militia forces of the various States, Mr. Hale 
finally disclaiming any intention to reflect 
on the National Guard. 

Mr. Hoar said that while the naval mi- 
litia was yet in an experimental stage, it was 
manifest that in every warlike emergency 
the country must be protected by a trained 
militia or by a regular army, or by both. It 
had been proved that the United States ought 
to have a good, regular army of moderate 
—— supplemented by a strong militia 

Mr. Hoar, referring to the training of sail- 
ors in civil life, said there was another fact 
not generally known. Independence in the 
war of the revolution had been won at sea. 
England could have continued for 100 years, 
if necessary, the land war of the revolution, 
because she was able to pay the cost. It was 
not the French alliance, but the rate of mari- 
time insurance which compelled the unwilling 
monarch to come to peace. 


England Defeated on the Sea. 


It was New England sailors and other sail- 
ors of the maritime States which won the 
battle. The rate of insurance on 
commercial ships then was per cent in 
the Mediterranean, It was the ship owners 
of Bristol who won the battle by privateers, 
and not the navy. 

Mr. Hoar then introduced a resolution ask- 
ing information from the Department of 
State whether it had official information as 
to the correctness of the charge that pres- 
ents from charitable organizations in this 
country to Boer prisoners of war at Bermuda 
had been taxed in violation of The Hague 
convention. The resolution was adopted.

Big Deer Hunt Planned. 


The one novel recreation in the whole 
Georgia trip is promised to Rear Admiral 
Schley in the deer hunt on which he will start 
next Friday morning. 

The preserve of St. Catherine's Island 18 
as nearly primeval in its present state as a 
vigilant landlord and his corps of game- 
keepers have been able to hold it. It Is 
woodgrown, with thickets, hollows, steeps, 
and all the attractions that appeal to the 
sporteman in untracked wilds. 

The island has an average width of three 
miles and ie aboyt fifteen miles long. Al- 
most every form of Southern game abounds 
there, but it is the deer upon which Rear 
Admiral Schley’s ambitions are staked. He 
has never shot at one, and as to the possi- 
bilities of the buck ague’’ attacking him 
he has been in some uncertainty until this 
morning. 

Never,“ said General Gordon this morn- 
ing. The Admiral may have buck ague for 
three minutes before he sees his deer and for 
half an hour afterward. But before his 
trigger finger could shake twice his deer will 
have come and gone, or else it will be lying 
in a heap in front of his stand.“ 

Down in Georgia the music of the hound's 
tongue is too dear to the huntsman for any 
game law to have cut it off from the chase, 
and the antlered bucks, which will be Rear 
Admiral Schley's quarry, Will be spurred by 
the bay of the island stag hounds and chance 
will determine whether the Rear Admiral or 
some other member of the small party shall 
stop the buck’ having the greatest number 
of prongs to his horns. 

Not all the details of the trip have been ar- 
ranged, but the Admiral himself has seen to 
the costume he is to wear on the occasion. 


Island an Ideal Spot. 


The settings for a possible shot are a 
leafy covert within forty yards of the deer 
„ run.“ The woods will be close in around 
the marksman, and he may not have a ten- 
foot space clear into which to send his 
charge of buckshot when a gray streak 
begins to fill this gap. Long before this 
gray streak is due in covert the Rear Ad- 
miral may hear, far off, the first faint yelp 
of a hound. It is likely to be a false cry 
from one of the young dogs, but there will 
be tonic in it. The thrill may be there 
which came with that first streak of smoke 
which showed on that July day that Cer- 
vera's ships were coming out of the harbor 
of Santiago. 

The deer are as wild as any that may be 
found in the cypress woods of Georgia. The 
owner of St. Catherine’s has seen to that. 
For years the United States government has 
sought to purchase a site there for a light- 
house. It has offered almost fabulous sums 
in proportion to the actual space demanded 
for the shaft and grounds. But Mr. Rauers' 
deer have been too close to his heart, He 
has a bit of segregated nature lying out 
there, water-bound and inaccessible, and he 
will not have it profaned by a mark of civil- 
ization. 


Wall Make Start Friday. | 

An early start is to be made for this island 
on Friday morning. Rear Admiral Schley, 
General Gordon, Mr. Rauers, James Schley, 
and one or two other friends of Mr. Rauers 
will be ot the party.

Most of them expressed them- 
selves for justice,’ and declared that they 
could not cast a vote against Mrs. Wiles on 
the evidence shown.

HISTORY OF THE CONTROVERSY. 


Case Has Been Agitated in the Club 
Since Before Last Annual 
Election. 


The anonymous letter case thus brought 
to a conclusion has been the cause of much 
agitation for almost a year past. In April 
of last year two anonymous letters were 
written at the same time and were received 
by club editors of two Chicago morning pa- 
pers. At that time the campaign of candi- 
dates for the sidency of the Woman's 
club had just opened. The election was to 
be held in May. The club members had been 
divided long before into two general fac- 
tions, at the head of which were Mrs, Farson 
and Mrs. Wiles. 

Mrs. Farson was one of the candidates 


for the Presidency of the cluband Mrs. Matz 


was her opponent. The anonymous letters 
contained statements concerning an alleged 
questionable business transaction of Mrs. 
Farson several years previous to the time. 
The letters were published. Mrs. Farson 
was defeated in the race for Presidency of 
the club. 


Start an Investigation. 


At a business meeting of the club held in 
May the anonymous letters were officially 
brought before it. Mrs. Lucy L. Flower and 
others advocated making an investigation to 
discover, if possible, the authorship. There 
were club members at the time who were 
strongly opposed to such ‘a move on the 
ground that it would involve them in a seri- 
ous complication. The reason.advanced for 
making an investigation was that other 
anonymous letters had been received by 
members of the club for several years pre- 
vious, and that if possible the club should 
put a stop to such work. 

Mrs. Henry Solomon, Mrs. Fred Smith, and 
Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch were ap- 
pointed members of an investigating com- 
mittee. They held numerous sessions during 
the summer, and finally decided to collect 
specimens of the handwriting. of different 
members of the club and submit them to ex- 
perts. No evidence has shown how many 
samples of handwriting were secured. 


Mrs. Wiles’ Name Mentioned. 


Early in the fall rumors were to be heard 
among teh club women that the testimony 
of handwriting experts cast suspicion 
against Mrs. Wiles. This rumor gained such 
publicity that Mrs. Wiles felt wherever she 
went that it was known she was suspected.

CRAPE INGITES A MURDER 


|WIDOW SHOT TO DEATH; HER 


SLAYER TAKES POISON. 


Mrs. Roselia Evans Killed While She 
Is Working Over a Dress of Mourn- 
ing for Her Husband, Who Died Leas 
than a Month Ago—John Hampton, 
Who Fires the Fatal Shot, Supposed 
to Have Been Madly in Love with 
Victim—Man Expires in Hospital, 


Maddened by the sight of garments. of 


a month ago. John Hampton, 33 years old, 
last night shot and killed Mrs. Roselia 
Evans, 25 years old, of 550 West Fifty-sixth 
street. A moment later Hampton seized a 
bottle of carbolic acid and poured -the con- 
tents down his throat. He died in great 
agony. 

Mrs. Evans was sitting at a machine sew- 
ing crape on a new dress when she was 
killed. A few words, spoken in a low tone, 
preceded the shooting. 

The murder was committed in the presence 
of the mother of the young woman, her sis- 
ter, and the Rev. John Robinson, pastor of 
St. Lawrence Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Forty-seventh and State streets. It is sup- 
posed that Hampton became insane with 
rage because the woman did not return his 


love. - 
„No,“ Then Fatal Shot. 

The shot was fired following a short con- 
versation between the two. Mrs. Evans was 
heard to say No, and the next instant 
Hampton drew a revolver from his pocket 
and shot her through the breast. Stagger- 
ing into the adjoining room where her sister 
and the preacher were, the wounded woman 
exclaimed, I am dying.“ Then she ran 
into the back yard, whereshefell. The Rev. 
Mr. Robinson ran to where Mrs. Evans had 
fallen and found that she was dead. 

Hampton, after firing the shot, ran up- 
stairs and secured the bottle of carbolic acid. 
When the Rev. Mr. Robinson returned from 
the dead woman's side the slayer was not in 
sight, but when the police arrived he was 
found lying upon a couch in the parlor. On 
the piano was a glass which had contained 
earbolic acid, while in his room an uncorked 
bottle of the poison was found. g 

Man Dies in Hospital. 

Though unconscious when Sergeant Lyman 
and a detachment of policemen arrived at 
the house, Hampton was still breathing. He 
was taken to the Englewood Union Hospital, 
where he died a short time after. 

Mrs. Evans. lived with her mother, Mrs, 
Belle Ford, while Hampton was a roomer at 
the house. Less than a month ago Mrs. 
Evans’ husband died at the Elgin Insane 
Hospital, and the funeral was held at the 
house in Fifty-sixth street. 

Hampton had been a roomer at the house 
for two years, and since Mr. Evans’ death 
had been attentive to the widow. All the 
parties to the tragedy are colored.

MUTINY OF CHINESE SOLDIERS. 


Attack on British Steamer Nanning Ex- 
plained by Naval Chaplain 
5 E. J. Hardy. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
HONG KONG, Jan. 15.—The Rev. E. J. 
Hardy, British naval chaplain here and au- 
thor of “ How to Be Happy Though Mar- 
ried,”’ gives the following details of the shoot- 
ing on the British steamer Nanning. 
He states that a company of Chinese sol- 
diers, numbering 200, fired on the Nanning 
at noon on Monday. Besides wounding the 
Rev. Mr. Cowan, the chaplain of H. M. 8. 
Glory, through the knee, another bullet 
grazed the leg of a European customs officer. 

Soon afterward the Nanning met the Brit- 
ish gunboats Sandpiper and Robin and re- 
ported the attack, The Robin has gone ‘to 
investigate its cause. 

Mr. Hardy believes that the Chinese sol- 
diers had mutinied. Mr. Cowan has been 
brought into hospital here.

It is now arranged that 
the Prince will sail on the Kron Pring Wwil- 
helm on Feb. 15, arriving in New York on 
Feb. 22. He will sail from New York on the 
return voyage on March 20, on the Deutsch- 
land. Cabins have been engaged for a suite 
of fifteen persons. 
Accompanying Prince Henry as part of his 
suite will be the following German officers:

Prince Henry is expected to meet the Ho- 
henzollern at Hampton Roads, 


Will Entertain on Board. 
Flaborate preparations are being made for 
social entertainments on board the Hohen- 
zollern. By the Emperor’s special order a 
splendid silver service has been sent to Kiel 
from the royal silver treasures in the old 
Schloss. His Majesty personally inspected the 
treasures and selected the service which is to 
Be used on board the Hohenzollern on special 
occasions. Emperor William’s program 
that Prince Henry shall reciprocate the New 
York and Washington festivities with a 
grand banquet on board the Hohenzollern, 
inviting the President, the members of the 
Cabinet, and others. The curator of the 
silver treasures goes to the United States on 
the Hohenzollern to take care of the valu- 
able wares. 

One hundred and fifty men are working day 
and night on the Hohenzollern to prepare the 
vessel for the ceremonies. A special 
gallery for use of members of the imperial 
family has lately been built in the stern of 
the yacht, adding greatly to its beauty. The 
mainmast has been lengthened fifteen feet. 
German naval officers are eager for assign- 
ments to accompany Prince Henry to the 
United States, and many young noblemen 
are bringing influence to bear to obtain ap- 
pointments forthisduty. The list of possible 
appointments is already several times larger 
than the suite which can be sent with Prince 
Henry. This pressure to secure places may 
cause the Princes suite to be enlarged. 


Recognition of America. 
The Frankfurter Zeitung “publishes A re- 
markable editorial today reviewing Amer- 
ican-German relations. The paper says that 
these were uninterruptedly friendly until 
German official circles displayed sympathies 
with Spain at the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war. Since that time the Ger- 
man government has reached the conviction, 
somewhat slowly, perhaps, that the great 
republic in the West has become a factor 
with which Germany must reckon every- 
where in Europe, America, and Asia. 
The paper regards the immense develop- 
ment of trade relations as facilitating har- 
cobpera tion between the two coun- 
tries. 


Says Kaiser Is to Visit America. 
LONDON, Jan. 15.—The Candid Friend, a 
weekly newspaper, claims to be in a position 
to make the announcement that, should 
Prince Henry’s visit to the United States be 
as successful as expected, Emperor William 
himself will visit America in the autumn, 
with the Hohenzollern and a large escort of 
warships. 

Referring to the foregoing a dispatch from 
Berlin says: 

Emperor William has occasionally told 
Americans that he would like to visit the 
United States. But there is not the least 
probability of his gratifying this desire, as 
reasons of state imperatively forbid his leay- 
ing Germany for the period of time required 
to go to the United States, just as the duties 
of President Roosevelt would prevent him 
from visiting Germany.“ 


Evans to Select His Assistants. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—[{Special.]~ 
Rear Admiral R. D. Evans will be consulted 
in the selection of the officers who will serve 
with him as representatives of the navy in 
the reception of Prince Henry. The duty is 
not particularly desirable, since it entails 
more or less extra expense on the officers so 
serving, and the expense must be borne out 
of the individual income. The feature, how- 
ever, to which most officers object is that 
while on duty with the royal party the army 
and navy officers must be in their full reg- 
imentals. 
There was some talk today of having the

PROUD ‘OF INDORSEMENT. 


Changes in Conditions of Coun- 
try During the Last Six 
Years Are Reviewed. 


PROSPERITY TO CONTINUE. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—Joseph 
B. Foraker, after formal ratification of his 
election as United States Senator by the 
two houses in joint session today, delivered 
an address to the Legislature, thanking it 
and the people of the State for the honor 
conferred upon him. 

The Senator referred briefly to attacks 
upon him by enemies in his own party, but 
declared his election by the unanimous vote 
of the Republicans in the Legislature satis- 
fied him that his actions had the approval 
of a majority of the people of the State. 
He promised to do all possible to prove him- 
self worthy of the confidence shown in him. 

The two houses met in the Hall of Repre- 
sentatives. Senator Foraker had practically 
no opposition, the division being purely parti- 
san, the Democrats supporting Charles H. 

Baker of Cincinnati. Every Republican 
present cast his vote for Foraker. 

Senator Foraker, in his address thanking 
the Legislature, sald: 

“I would not appear insensible to this oc- 
casion if I could, and I could not if I would. 
It is a great honor to be e ed by the Leg- 
-islature of Ohio to a seat in the Senate of 
the United States. It is a greater honor still 
to be re#lected to that high office. 

I have my fair share of enemies and de- 
tractors, as every other public man has had 
since the beginning of the government, and 
will have until the end of time. It is not 
pleasant to have enemies, but it is a great 
satisfaction to be able to set down over 
against all they have said or may say the 
answering fect that of all the many honors 
it has been my good fortune to enjoy at the 
hands of the Republicans of Ohio, every one, 
without a single exception, has come to me 
with this same unanimity of expression, and 
most of them by acclamation and without 
solicitation, 


Progress in Six Years. 

Since I stood here six years ago on a 
similar occasion a great deal of important 
history has been made.

Only Two Oppose Duncombe. 

When the first meeting of the Nominating 
committee was held it was found that it, 
with the exception of Wooster and Jones, 
was unanimous for Mr. Duncombe. Eight 
meetings were held and there was no varia- 
tion in the situation. The minority members 
suggested a number of other names, but 
without effect. Finding that the nomination 
of Mr. Duncombe was inevitable Jones and 
Wooster signed the report of the committee 
in the interest of harmony.

ENGINEERS CAUSE WORRY. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 15,—{Special.)—The 
lake Carriers in their annual session here to- 
day inaugurated a project to double-track 
the channel between Lake Huron and Lake 
Superior by cutting a new channel in the 
Soo pa e and also double-tracking the 
St. Clair Flats Canal between the River St. 
Clair and Lake St. Clair. 

The lake carriers also asked the govern- 
ment to enlarge the Weitzel lock at Sault 
Ste. Marie. A wider channel at the mouth 
of the Detroit River s further included 
in the list of needed government improve- 
ments. 

This scheme of work laid out for the gen- 
eral government for the betterment of lake 
waterways will cost not less than $10,000,000. 
A special committee, consisting of Willlam 
Livingstone, F. J. Firth, A. B. Wolvin, H. 
Coulby, James Corrigan, W. C. Farrington, 
D. Sullivan, C. W. Elphicke, David Vance, 
and Howard L. Shaw was named to visit 
Washington and present the arguments, 


Soo Locks Too Small. 


Twenty years ago 1,000,000 tons of freight 
passed the Sault locks a year. During the 
year just closed over 29,000,000 tons was the 
measure of Lake Superior navigation. The 
locks at Sault Ste. Marie are far too small. 
The boats cannot be passed through as fast 
as they arrive, and still another increase in 
the capacity of the locks is again required, 
as 35,000,000 tons of freight may be handled 
the coming season through the Soo passage 
alone. The project of cutting new channels 
for ships bound in different direction in- 
stead of enlarging the channels already in 
service received the f al indorsement of 
the lake carriers. In s Way the dangers 
from block and having ships sunk across the 
waterways will be eliminated. 


To Regulate Detroit River, 

A committee, to which was referred the 
navigation of the mouth of the Detroit Riv- 
er, where losses aggregating $300,000 took 
place last season, will report in favor of 
establishing government supervision over 
four miles of the river from the head of Bal- 
lard’s Reef to Bois Island. The passenger 
steamer lines have fought any plan for reg- 
ulating the navigation of the Detroit River 
on the ground that their boats would be de- 
tained. * | 


Officers Are Elected. 

William Livingstone of Detroit was elected 
President and Harvey I. Brown of Buffalo 
Was made the salaried Secretary. All the 
other officers were reélected at the morning 
session. C. H. Keep of Buffalo, who has been 
the Secretary of the association since it was 
organized twelve years ago, refused a re- 
election. 


Engineers May cause Trouble. 

A great deal of interest centers on the 
course of the marine engineers, employed by 
the steel trust, for upon their action depends 
the fate of another big engineers’ strike at 
the opening of navigation next April. 

All the engineers employed on the ships 
of the trust are said to have signed contracts 
for next season. This they did in defiance 
of the rules of the union, that all members 
should act together. Most of the engineers 
were to receive higher wages than demanded 
by the union scale of prices, the main differ- 
ence between the trust and the union being 


Men have been told that if they leave the 
trust boats after signing contracts they 
may never hope to be again employés of the 
steel corporation. It is generally admitted 
that most other vesselmen will follow the 
course of the steel trust in regard to their 
engineers. 

If the trust now falls in getting its old men 
the most determined strike on the lakes for 
many years will mark the beginning of the 
season. If, however, the trust wins, the 
union will not force the fight to unionize the 
ships of other vessel owners, but the old 
men will return to work on the same terms 
as last year. 

The final conferen between the trust 
representatives and the engineers will be held 
tomorrow.

Mayor Harrison and Commissioner of | 


Public Works Blocki are agitating the ques- 
tion of giving the streets in the down-town 
district a surface of asphalt on top of the 
existing granite blocks.

CHICAGO MAN SENT TO JAIL. 


Charles H. Pratt Refuses to Testify in 
Case at Mason, Mich., and Is Im- 
_ prisoned for Contempt. 


Mason, Mich., Jan. 15.—Charles H. Pratt 
of Chicago, who has been convicted of 
offering a bribe to ex-Speaker E. J. Adame, 
was today sentenced to thirty days in jail 
for comempt of court, because he refused to 
testify in the trial of the ex-Speaker. 

When the court met this morning Pratt, 
through Atormey Groesbeck, filed a petition, 
that service on the subpcena be set aside and 
that he be permitted to return to Chicago. 

Groesbeck argued that Pratt now resides 
in Chicago, and came to Mason at this time 
by order of the court made at the time of his 
conviction, Nov. 2; that therefore his at- 
tendance was involuntary and for that rea» 
son he was exempt from subpceena during the 
period of his coming and going. 

The court held the service of the subpœna 
to be good, and the prosecution at once 
called Pratt to the witness stand. 

Pratt refused to testify, claiming hie con- 
stitutional privilege. Judge West ruled the 
interrogatories legal and proper and direct- 
ed the witness to answer. Pratt still de- 
clined, and the court held him guilty of 
criminal contempt of court and committed 
Him. to the county jail for thirty days. 

Attorney Groesbeck gave notice that he 
would apply at once for a writ of habeas 
corpus before Judge Swan in the United 
States District Court in Detroit, to review 
the question raised.

NEERS ARH OVERWORKED. 
Men Are Paid by the Mile, He Says, and 
There Is No Object in Forcing Them 
to Stay on Duty Long Hours—Young 
Employes Are Net Pressed Inte Serv- 


fee, It Ip Asserted, Except ae the Old- 


er Drop Out of the Bystnese—Teane- 
portation Notes. 


- Charges lately made the railroads are 
overworking their engineers, and that this 
fact more than anything else. is responsible 
for the frequent eccidents recently, were pro- 
nounced ridiculous by the President of a 
prominent Western road yesterday. 

The engineers, he says, are paid by the mile 


seldom more. A r train makes the 
distance in about three hours, while a freight 
train requires from seven to eight hours. 
None of the engineers work for a longer 
time except in cages of accidents or unfor- 
seen delays. The calculations are to give 
each engineer runs aggregating about 3,000 
miles a month, which will enable them to 
earn from $100 to $110 each. The weges of 
engineers on small locomotives amounts to 
8.75 cents per mile, and on large locomotives 
from 8.85 cents to 4 cents. - 
No Object in Overwork.

The charge that railroads take chances 
with young and inexperienced engineers is 
equally groundless.

No man, however, is intrusted 
with an engine before he undergoes a most 
rigid examination, not only as to his physical 
condition, but as to his ability. 

But, no matter how experienced or effi- 
cient an enginéer may be, he may in an un- 
fortunate moment relax his vigilance and, in 
spite of the best of safety devices, cause a 
wreck. It is well for theoriste to bear in 
mind all the time that somewhere a great 
deal is dependent upon the human mind.“

THE PUBLIC I8 PLEASED. 
The selections made by President Roose- 
velt of representatives of the United States 
government at the coronation of King Ed- 
ward are received at once with the public 
approval they deserve.

The 
majority of the people believe in interna- 
tional courtesies. They see no reason why 
the United States should not be represented 
at the approaching coronation of the ruler 
of a great country.

There is no question now 
that it will be. : 
The name of Whitelaw Reid, who has. 
been appointed special Ambassador, is fa- 
miliar to all Americans. They are well 
acquainted with his labors as journalist and 
diplomatist. His name is familiar abroad 
not merely on account of his prominence in 
the newspaper world but because he was 
Ambassador to France, and assisted in the 
negotiation of the treaty of peace with 
Spain. Mr. Reid is in every respect a proper 
representative of American civilians. 
The Americal army will be well repre- 
sented by General James H. Wilson, who 
has served his country well in two wars. 
He was a gallant and successful cavalry 
commander during the civil war. His ex- 
ploits would be more generally known were 
it not that the last brilliant campaign con- | 
ducted by him came just at the close of the 
war.
